The exports of wheat alone from Sep- 
tember, 1830, to May 1st thi<! year have 
been 4,516,397 bushels against 2,820,-

months of 1879-80. Freights are taken 
from St. Louis to New Orleans at 5 
cents per buahcl, while (he rail rates 
from St. Louis to New York arc 20 
cents per bushel. The rate of freight 
from New Orleans to Liverpool is Gd 
per bushel, and from New York ^Liv- 
erpool ia 4jd, so that grain may go 
from St. Louis down the Mississipi to 
Liverpool for 17 cents per bushel, while 
from St. Louis via New Yotk to Liver- 
pool it costs 32 cents. 
1'rom St. Paul 


to Liverpool via New Orleans the 
freight rate ia 27 cents, and from St. 
P»nl via New York to the same point 
it is 42V cents. The consequence of 
this is that New York is full of vessels 
that cannot get freights, and many of 
them go in ballast from there to New 
Orleans to get cargoes. The success 
of the cheaper transportation down the 
Mississippi and its tributaries through 
the jetties and thence to die markets 
of the world is now an established fact, 
and all there is left for New York is to 
obtain a reduction of freights by the 
great trunk lines, else lose her trade.

The one-itory frame dwelling of Uncle 


Billy Young, known near and far as the 
"Hero of Three Wars," 3 mile* northwest 
of Decatur, and 300 yards west of 'dquire 
Goodman's home, caught fire last evening 
between five and «x o'clock, and in less 
than thirty minutes waa burnt to the 
ground, the inmates barely escaping with 
their lives, so sudden and destructive was 
the dittreMlng conflagration. The dwell- 
ing, which was old and dry ai tinder, 
caught fire from a defective flue, and the 
roof was enveloped in a mass of flames 
blown by a strong wind, before the in- 
mates realized their situation which for a 
time was decidedly critical. 


The Inmates of the dwelling at the time 


of the fire were Mr. Young, now in his 
81st year, who has been confined to his 
bed since last December by serious illness 
causad by old age,gcneral debility and En 
affection of the head; the old soldier's 
adopted daughter, Mrs. Jonathan Carrier, 
Billy Shoemaker, who Is Mr. Young's 
adopted son, and three small children. 
Mr. Carrier was absent from tbe house 
working in one of Mr. John Sawyer's 
corn fields and knew nothing of the lire 
until after the place was in ashes. 


A NARROW ESCAPE. 


As Boon as the fire was discovered, 


Mrs. Carrier and Billy made all possible 
haste to remove Mr. Young from the 
doomed dwelling, and by prompt action 
and great presence of mind they succeed- 
ed in rescuing the old man from a terrible 
death. 
They grasped tbe bedding on 


which the aged hero rested in an uncon- 
9cio«s condition, and quietly dragged it 
from beneath the falling embers and out 
of the house to a small shanty 50 or GO 
yards distant.
